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Tue approaching departuro of Mr. Con- 
sal Medhurst, on lenve of absence, to 
Burope, ins been made the occnsion of 
a gratifying demonstration in favor of a 
weil-tried and eusrgotic public servant. 
Trained in the service of the Crown, 
‘Mr. Mediurst bas now for upwards of 
25 years beou-a member of the Consu- 
lar service in China. Well acquainted 
with the Chinese language, and haviug 
taken every possiblo opportunity of 
studying Chinese official and individual 
character, there are probably very few, 
if any, officials bettor acquainted with 
China and its people; and his success 
in dealing with native local officials 
has been made manifest on many 
occasions. Foreign Consuls at the 
treaty ports in Chiua are eutrasted 





__|.with duties of a most difficult and 


onerous nature—constantly appealed 
to as they are, on the one hand by the 
merchants of. their own countries, for 
redress against grievances committed 
by the native authorities, and on the 
other hand by the local mandarins, to 
procure satisfaction for supposed inju- 
Ties inflicted apon natives by foreign- 
ers, they have to steer a middle course ; 
and by tactics, sometimes conciliatory, 
and at other times menacing, to extort 
concession or smooth over difficulties. 
Only those woll acquainted with the 
character and idens of Viceroys,Taotais, 
and other Chinese officials, can figure 
to themselves the trouble and difficulty 
there is in dealiug with them. Igno- 
rant of and unwilling to study or 
learn the laws of foreign uations, aud 
regarding them with a mixtare of hatred 
and contempt; when thoy demand re- 
dross thoy expect to obtain it without 
trouble, and in the way which, in thei 
own conceit, they consider it ong! 
be given ; and on the othor hand, when 
redress is sought from thom, they in- 
terpose every obstacle aud resort to 
overy subterfuge to evade responsibility. 
With such men as these, Mr. Medhurst 
has proved himself thoroughly able 
to deal. Always ready and prompt to 
act never fearing to take resp 
bility, he has, in a firm and dig 
fied manner, maintaiued the just rights 
and privileges of his countrymen, 
and while willing to assist the Chiu- 
eso authorities, when Chincso sub- 
jects have had real cause for complaint, 
he has at the same time, in many in- 
stances, demonstrated to them inost 
forcibly, the absurdity and anreqson- 
ableness of their pretensions and de- 
mands. In his intercourse with his 
fellow Consuls, he has maintained a 
high position aud promotod good feel- 
ing,—a. matter of no siaall importance 
ina settlement of this charactor, where 
even tho very Municipal Governmont 
is dependent’ upon united Cousular 
tion. Although, at the dinner given in 
his fiononr on Thursday last, political 
topics, were, as we think wisely, avoid- 
ed, yet the loud cheers which greeted 
the Chaitman’s allusion to the approval 
given by'the community to his whole 
career, amply testified to the. general 
feeling that he had well performed 
his duty officially, politically and soci- 
ally. Pablic servants of this stamp 
deserve well of their country and the 
‘world at large, and we are glad to find 
that Shanghai has not lost the oppor- 
tunity of contributi quota to Mr. 
Medhurst. Although its residents are 
mostly engaged in trade, and chiefly 
bout on the parsuit of their own inter- 
ests, we believe that there is uo com- 
manity in the world where an ‘able, 























energetic and honest mau is more 
highly appreciated than in Sbanghai, 
or more certain to command respect and. 
regard. We ave sure that Mr. Med- 
hurst appreciates the honor done to 
him ; and in our own bebalf, aud that of 
the foreign residents of Shanghai, we 
wish God-speed anda safe aud speedy 
retarn to the British Consul. 








Summary of Hews 


There has begn no mail arrival since our 
last number, but we have received telegra- 
phic advices to the 1th April, by coast 
line. 

‘The French mail left yesterday, by the 
M. M. steamer Phase. ‘The day of de- 
parture of the English mail is changed this 
time, in consequence of the change of 
monsoon. It leaves to-morrow, by the P. 
&O. steamer Madras. Instead therefore 
of issuing an attenuated paper for cach 
mail, we issue a full number on this occa- 
sion. Our day of publication will in future 
be Friday, to correspond with the new 
mail day. 

A body of 100,000 men marched towards 
Versailles on the Srd April, but were dis- 
persed by fire from Fort Valerien. Sub- 
sequent advices spoak of prospect of order 
being restored. Cambridge has won the 
University boat race. 

The following ships have arrived :— 
Seagull S. S., Tweed 8. S., Norman Court, 
Abbotsford S.S., Enterprize8.S., Sir Lancelot 
London. Albatross S. S., Ulysses 8. 8. Li- 
verpool; Omeard Cardiff. Constance Sydney. 

There have been no departures, other 
than coasters. 

The “Cella” has succeededin picking up 
the Telegraph Cable, and splicing the 
break which occurred a short time ago. The 
damage was found to beat a poiutabout 730 
miles distant from Woosung, and comnanni- 
cation with Hongkong was re-established 
at 4 o’clock on Sunday afternoon. On 
Tuesday, the linc was opened to tho 
public, and was freely used during the 
day; we hear that even one or two mes- 
sages between Chinese have passed. The 
charges are §4 for 10 words, $6 for 20 
words, and §3 for every additional 10 
words. As communication will, shortly, 
be again interrupted for a few days, while 
an alteration is made in the position of 
the cable, only messages to Hongkong will 
be received for the present. When this 
change is completed, arrangements will be 
made to forward messages through, by 
mail, to Singapore. * 

A farewell dinner was given to H.B.M. 
Consul, Mr. Medhurst, at the Club, on 








‘Thursday evening last. About seventy gen- 
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tlemen were present, Mr. John Dent being 
in the chair, and Messrs. Rennie, Porter 
and Tate in the vice-chairs. A full report 
of the proceedings will be found elsewhere. 

A meeting of shareholders in the North- 
China Insurance Company was held on Mon- 
day. The accounts showed a total balance 
at the Company’s credit of Tls. 790,782, 
in addition to the. paid up Capital of 
‘Tis. 300,000, and after paying a dividend 
of Tis. 150,000 for the year 1869. A 
further dividend of Tis. 50 per share for 
that year was agreed to. Messrs. J. I. 
Miller, A. Schroers and H. G. Pemberton 
were elected Directors in the stead of 
Messrs. Bell, Michie and J. T. Brand. 
It was announced that a meeting would 
be called for the Ist May, to prepare for 
the formation of the new Company by re- 
ceiving suggestions for any modification in 
the present Deed of Settlement. The ex- 
pediency of raising the value of the shares 
‘was mooted. 

‘The annual meeting of the Shanghai 
Rowing Club was held on Tuesday—Mr. 
E. W. Batt in the chair. There were about 
25 members present. The report by the 
Committee and accounts for the year were 
read and passed. The latter show a total 
receipt of Tis. 1,571.08, including balance 
from previous year Tis. 281.08, and an ex- 
penditure of Tls. 1,170.57, leavinga balance 
of Tis. 400.51. The sum of Ts. 291.06, pro- 
ceeds of a theatrical performance given at 
the Lyceum in aid of the removal of the 
upper boat-house, is also in hand. The fol- 
lowing Committee wasthen elected—Messrs. 
Low, Batt, A. Dent, Maitland and Less- 
mann, the first beingalso appointed Captain. 
Some discussion ensued regarding the re- 
moval of the boat-house, which resulted in 
the passing of a motion, put by Mr. Low, 
and seconded by Mr. Stephenson, to the 
effect “ that it should be left to the Commit- 
tee to devise some plan for removing the 
upper boat-house, apart from the ordinary 
subscriptions to the Club.” Mr. Brodie 
A. Clarke moved a vote of thanks to the re- 
tiring Committee, and Mr. Dent the same 
compliment to the Chairman, and the meet- 
ing separated. 

A meeting of shareholders in the China 
and Japan Insurance Company was held 
yesterday. The accounts show a balance 
in hand on the ist December of Tis. 
140,936, out of which losses to the extent 
of Tls. 64,516 have been since paid, and 
Tis. 20,744 are held to meet losses and 
claims reported to date. Messrs. Behn 
Hormusjce, Little, Bade, and Ringer were 
confirmed as Directors for the current year. 

‘We have received a prospectus of a joint- 
stock company intended to purchase and 
build on the May-Fair Estate, on the 
Bubbling Well Road, opposite the Race 
Course. It is purposed to raise Ts, 25,000 
in two hundred and fifty shares of Tls. 100 
cach. The land, comprising 26 mov, is 
offered by the present owner for Tls. 9,000 ; 
the balance will be laid out in building 
six detached and semi-detached villas, 
which can be let at rates varying from Tls. 
50 to Tis. 30 per mensem. Small houses 
of this kind are much wanted, and will no 
Aoubt let readily—especially in a situation 
where they are sure always to have a large 
‘open space on the South front. 








‘An extraordinary meeting of members 
of the A. D. C. was held last evening, and 
was largely attended. ‘The thanks of the 
Corps were voted to the committee and 
members of the Club Concordia, for gene- 
rously enabling them to carry out the per- 
formance underlined at the time of the 
‘burning of the Lyceum. A letter was read 
from the Secretary of the Hongkong A. D. 
C., expressing sympathy with the Corps 
in the loss of its theatre, and promising a 
benefit in behalf of its funds. The letter 
and offer were warmly received, and a re- 
solution expressing appreciation and thanks 
drawn up. It was then decided to get up 
a performance by Amateur Ethiopians at 
an early date; and those who remember 
the excellent and mirth-provoking entertain- 
ment of this kind which was once before 
given under the auspices of the Corps, will 
look forward to the treat with no little an- 
ticipation. 

The Rev. Dr. Yates has accepted the 
post held by the late Dr. Jenkins, of In- 
terpreter to the U. S. Consulate-General. 
Dr. Yates, who is invalided, so far as the 
active duties of his profession are con- 
cerned, will prove a valuable public ser- 
vant, and acceptable to American citizens 
generally. 

‘The Nourelliste says that M. Dillon, 
formerlyamember of the French Consulate 
at Shanghai, has been appointed Consul for 
France at Tientsin. 

A lecture was delivered on Friday even- 
ing, at the Asiatic Society’s rooms, by the 
Reva. C. Kreyer, on “ some phases of in- 
teraction between the East and the West.” 
‘This was the third of the series of Popu- 
lar lectures promised at the beginning 
of the season, and in point both of in- 
terest and instruction maintained a high 
standard. Whether, however, the title 
did not sufficiently indicate the style of 
the lecture, or whether the annnounce- 
ment that it was “under the auspices of 
the Asiatic Society” frightened people 
away—we regret that it was delivered to a 
‘very small audience. We purpose to re- 
print it at length. 

By anoversight, we omitted to notice the 
appearance of a second French paper— 
Le Progrés—which was first published a 
few weeks ago. We wish our new contempo- 
rary all success ; but must frankly confess 
that there seems to us hardly room for two 
French newspapers in Shanghai. 

The annual meeting of Ratepayers in 
the English and American Settlements is 
called for the Gth May. 

We give elsewhere a full report of the 
Shanghai Volunteer Rifle Meeting which 
oceurred last week. Five cups were shot 
for. The first, the Silk Inspectors’ Cup, 
was won by Lieut Annett; the second— 
the Mih-ho-loong Cup, by Sergeant ‘Tuck- 
er; the third, a Cup presented by Lieut. 
Forbes, open also to the officers and crews 
of the men-of-war in harbour, by Quarter- 
master Randall, H. M.S. Hornct. A Cup 
presented by the officers and non-comimis- 
sioner officers, by private Meyer. The 
Consolation Cup, by Bugler Coulter. A 
Champion Sweepstakes was afterwards 
shot for by the successful competitors, and 
won by Sergeant Tucker. The shooting 
was not good, because the Rifles of the Corps 
are not good. ‘The Council were quiteright 


to, buy the best that offered, in an emer- 
gency ; but we hope they will now take an 
early opportunity of selling them and pro- 
curing Martini-Henrys, or at any rate first 
class Sniders. 

Another Yacht race came off on Satur- 
day, for a cup presented by the Hotel: 
keepers of Shanghai. Six boats started—the 
Fairy, Falcon, Fearless, Lucy, Vineta and 
Vision. The course was from the Recreation 
Ground to Woosung, round the U. S. 
steamer Colorado, and back. The Falcon 
won a fine race in 4h. 48. 50. 

Tho programme is advertised of an 
Athletic Sports mecting, to be held on the 
Ist May next. We thought tho Committee 
made a mistake last year, and we think | 
they have done so again, in condensing all 
the events into one day. The number of 
competitors in Shanghai is not large; and 
it isa pity to prevent willing men from 
running in any race in which they would 
join. Many would run in two races on 
cach of two consecutive days, but no one 
can stand four on one day. The long 
races, especially, have always filled poorly; 
a challenge mile, a three-mile walking 
match, and a two-mile steeplechase in ono 
afternoon are therefore nearly sure to in- 
terfere with each. In other respects, too, 
the programme is sufliciently rich to bo 
divided. 

The Chehsien has issued a proclamation 
forbidding lotteries, as sheer gambling. 
Some such step was needed. Lotteries were 
becoming far too numerous; in Shanghai. 

Some temporary excitement was caused 
on Wednesday, by suspicions entering the 
minds of anumber of Chinese interested in a 
lottery that they were being done in the eye. 
The lottery in question was to have been 
for $2,000, but owing to thewet blanket put 
on these affairs by the Chehsien’s proclama- 
tion, the $1 tickets were: only taken up to 
the extent of $540, which was drawn for in 
amounts proportionately reduced. The draw- 
ing was attended by a couple of hun- 
dred Chinese, and had concluded, when 
one or two made the discovery that tick- 
ets held by them were not entered 
in a list which was posted, and which 
purported to contain all the numbers 
drawn. Another list, drawn out in Eng- 
lish, however, was complete, and the omis- 
sions in the Chinese one only numbered 
three or four. But suspicion, once aroused, 
spread rapidly, and thediscovery beingmade 
that the foreign manager of the lottery had 
left the premises, it increased, till the shroffs, 
thoroughly alarmed, thought it prudent to 
retire. A complaint was made at the po- 
lice station by the aggrieved ticket-holders, 
a policeman sent at once to take charge of 
the concern, including a safe with the 
$540, and in a short time the foreign agent 
returned, having merely left to attend to 
other business. Confidence was restored, 
and payment of the winning numbers was 
promised at four o'clock. 

A case brought before the Police Court 
on Monday, recalls the rowdy days of 
Shanghai, which have so happily become 
a matter of history. ‘Three men were seen 
by Mr. Stripling, on Saturday night, 
prowling-very suspiciously in the neighbor- 
hood of the Astor House. After watching 
them for some time, he marched them off 
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to the Station, where various pieces of 
cutlery were found upon them, strongly 
suggestive of unlawful intent. The Ma- 
gistrate sentenced all three to o month's 
imprisonment; we should have liked to 
see a sentence of deportation added. Men 
of the class who made burglars and creek 
pirates in the olden days, should be got 
xid of summarily. 

A.singular boat accident occarred a few 
days ago up country. A house-boat capsized, 
filled with water, righted herself; and 
sunk to a level with the roof of the house, 
on which the occupants were able to seat 
themselves, more the hero and heroine in 
Puneh’s tale of “‘ Chikkin Hazard.” What 
peculiar feature in the boat’s construction 
kept it from sinking altogether, isa problem 
which might be studied with a view to gene- 
ral imitation. ‘The accident happened in a 
wide creek beyond Soochow ; and as one of 
the two foreigners on board could not swim, 
they were in a rather helpless predicament. 
Pathetic appeals were addressed to passing 
boats to take them off, but uselessly, des- 
pite liberal offers of dollars made throwgh 
the boatmen. ‘The Captain of a gunboat 
which was especially addressed, simply look- 
ed out through the well-known cotton cur- 
and grinned. Eventually, a boat more 
charitable than the rest came alongside, 
and relieved them from their unpleasant si- 
tuation, and helped to tow the half-sunk 
craft in shore. ‘The next difficulty was 
want of dollars; these, of course, being 
submerged. -Promiso of payment when 
they could be got out, however, secured for 
the travellers quarters in a tea-house, and 
induced workmen to set about the work of 
salvage. By passing ropes under her, the 
boat was eventually raised, emptied, and 
restored to her natural position in her 
“© native element.” 

The new light-ship for the mouth of the 
‘Yangtsze left on Friday. As our readers 
are aware, she is provided with a first-class 
revolving light, and a fog-horn, Among the 
names of vessels which have passed Anjer, 
we notice the Wewehwang for Shanghai. 
Evidently this is the new lightship for 
Newchwang, at last. She was to be called 
after the port for which she is destined. 

The Lad C, Express says the members 
of the Delegate Government at Bor- 
eaux have received Chunghow in a favour- 
able manner, and have ordered apartments 
for him and his suite. Mr. H. 0. Brown, 
M. Novion, and M. Imbert are still with 
the Mission. The Comte Kleskowski has 
also extended his good offices to the Mission. 

Disturbances have lately occurred at 
32 - {BR “ Kein-Ping-Hein,” an agri- 
cultural district about 300 li from Hoo- 
cuow and 150 from Lee-yang. It ap- 
pears that, during the late. rebellion, 
this district suffered perhaps more 
than any other—most of the inhabitants 
having either been killed or died from 
starvation. Peace being made, and Tserig- 
kwo-fan not wanting to retain his large 
army, which was composed of nearly all 
Honan men, he gave instructions that 
about 5,000 of the troops should be dis- 
banded ; and, as compensation for services 
rendered, small plots of land were given 
them in this and adjoining districts. ‘The 
few inhabitants who had ‘survived the re- 











bellion and had returned to their homes, 
murmured at this, as the ex-soldiers want- 
ed to take the largest and best, portions of 
land for their use—hence the origin of the 
supposed insurrection. Some ten or twelve 
of the leaders of this disturbance have 
been killed, and afew troops from Soochow 
and Hangchow despatched to keep order 
Things are now quiet, and no further 
trouble is expected. 

The new Taotai of Nrxcro arrived on 
the 12th instant, from Hangchow, whither 
he had been to pay his respects to the 
Futai before assuming office. The man who 
has been acting for the last few weeks, is 


reported to be intensely disappointed. As 


a friend of the Futai’s, he expected to get 
the permanent berth ; but the new official 
was in Peking when news of the vacancy 
arrived, and made the running. He has 
been a Salt Commissioner somewhere lately, 
and is very wealthy ! The Futai is said 
to have tried, on behalf of his protégé, to 
dissuade him from faking up the post ; 
but he did not see it. At present, 
his Excellency is occupied in receiving 
calls; so has had no chance yet of show- 
ing his official character. He has a deli- 
cious case to begin with, in the shape of a 
disputed succession to Takee’s estate. The 
outside relatives of the deceased claim the 
estate, denying the identity of Takce’s 
son ; and the case comes before the Ningpo 
oficials for trial. In this country of 
squeezes, the prospect may be imagined— 
as bad almost as the English Court of 
Chancery. 

A CurxKEANG correspondent of the 
News Letter writes :—During the past 
month trade has been unusually ac- 
tive. Over 50,000 es of opium, 
sugar, and piece goods were discharged, 
and the total amount of the Imports 
and Exports for the month exceed, 
both in value and quantity, that of any 
other like period since the opening of the 

rt. ‘The business prospects of Chinkiang 
For igri are certainly very promising. Dr 
"Taylor, che founder of the English Mission 
bearing his name, has nearly completed a 
large school building near the settlement, 
for the accommodation of the Native Citris- 
tian pupils. The Catholic Missionaries also 
are erecting a, substantial college, on the 
concession, for the bencfit of their scholars. 
‘The devout portion of the Chinese are 
busying themselves in reconstructing the 
temples on Golden Island. The temples 
on Silver Island have also undergone some 
repairs, and judging from the increased 
imports of sandalwood, the native “joss 
pidgin” is in a most’ promising way. 

‘A meeting of Landrenters at Krox1as 
was held on the 3ist March.” The Muni- 
cipal Accounts show an expenditure of 
Tis.- 571 out of Tis. 584 available 
funds, leaving a balance in hand of 
Tis. 13. No call seems to have been 
made on the tax-payers during the year, 
as Tis. 544 remained over from the previous 
year, and the remainder was derived from 
an arrear tax and from the sale of an ag- 
gressive raft. This pleasant condition of 
affairs, however, can obviously not continue 
during 1871, though we do not see that 
any provision was made for a fresh levy. 
‘Messrs. Hamilton, Shaw and Anderson were 
elected a Municipal Council for the current 

rear. 
rhe Haxkow Chamber of Commerce Fe- 
port continued large sales of Shirtings “at 
a marked decline, and holders are only too 











ready to continue selling.” Some 30,000 
pieces changed hands between the Sth and 
14h instant. From Messrs. Gordon Bros.’ 
circular, we learn that 186 tea hongs have 
been engaged up to date, against 217 in 
1870. ‘Ten less have been taken as yet in 
the Yang-lou-tung, 10 less in the Oonfa 
and 10 less in the Seangtam districts. In 
other cases the numbers vary slightly. 

Another correspondent writes u: 
Pextvc, a version of the famous missi 
despatch, differing greatly from that sent 
us in the first instance. Instead of a 
series of categorical stipulations, a calm 
and reasonable argument is now spoken of. 
“The existence of dislike, towards the Catho- 
lic Priests, is affirmed ; and the necessity 
is urged for some arrangement which shall 
obviate the danger of collision that now 
always exists. Chief among the changes 
which the Tsung-li Yamén advocate, is 
that missionaries should not establish 
themselves anywhere in overt opposition 
to the wish of the people; and that they 
should refrain from meddling in official 
matters where converts are concerned. It 
is insisted that the present state of feeling 
is dangerous, and that the necessity for 
dealing with it, is urgent.” A temperate 
argument would secure a very different re- 
ception from the rabid proposals described 
in our first letter ; but we fancy the truth 
lies between our two correspondents, and 
that, while one spoke of a series of pro 
posals for restricting missionary operations, 
the other has seen only the covering let- 
ter. However, authentic information will, 
no doubt, soon explain the actual state of 
the case. We hear that the connection of 
“Mr. McLeavy Brown with the service of 
the British Government is at longth termin- 
ated, by his entering “ for good” that 
of the Chinese Customs. 

The‘ only news from Hovox is 
that the schooner Cleopatra has brought 
down the remaining cargo of the wreck- 
ed steamer Dow. It is said that the 
wreck is certain to yo to pieces in the 
first strong gust of the S.W. monsoon. 
By telegram, we have news of the arrival 
there of the English mail and of the steam- 
ers Emerald and Erl King.

THE HONG! 
Now that the opening of a telegraphic 
liue to Hongkong is an accomplished 
fact, there can be little reason for a 
longer continuance of reserve. After 
months of patient waiting owing to 
unavoidable accidents, the line was for- 
mally opened to the public on the 18th 
of the present month. Whatever might 
have been the abstract opinion of those 
engaged in the China trade, aud how- 
ever many of them inwardly sighed for 
a return to the good old days, when 
a mail once a month afforded the 
sole means of communication with 
Europe, all were glad thut, as the line 
had progressed so far, it should be 
completed at as early a date as pos- 
sible. ‘The unusual slackuess of busi- 
ness during the present season, and 
the seeming political lull in Europe 
have occurred perhaps ata fortunate 
time for the inauguration of the new 
system, which will now have full op- 
portunity to perfect itself before 
the aunual ferment of the open- 
ing of the tea and silk markets 
takes possession of men’s minds, The 
gradual reduction in the time of com- 
munication with Home from six 
weeks to four, and finally three, 
has now been supplemented ‘by a still 
farther reduction, and we for the future 
may expect to have our telegrams in 
from ten days to a fortnight. ‘The 
change bas been so gradual, and has ac- 
companied correspouding changes in 
the method of doing busiuess, that 
have scarcely noticed the accomplish 
ment of each liuk in the chain; and 
were it not that this last one has 
extended to our midst, and, in ad- 
dition to the means of more ready 
communication with Europe, connects 
also two ports with so extensive an in- 
terchange of commodities as Shanghai 
and Hongkong, would probably make 
little difference in our daily routine. 
Its effect on the trade between the two 
ports will in fact be the most interest- 
ing experiment connected with the new 
line. Already it has been made ample 
use of in the matter of share transac- 
tions, but these are not likely to remain 
long its mainstay. ‘The fluctuations in 
the multifarious articles of Chinese 
trade between the two ports must be 
daily recorded. Not to speak of the ups 
and downs of the two opium markets, 
which will alone employ a good portion 
Sof the line, cotton, sugar, silk, indigo, 
and the other articles principally ship- 
ped on native account will keep the line 
pretty constantly occupied. Although 
for a short time natives may be willing 
to accept their telegraphic news second- 
hand, experience shows that they are 
ovly too ready to take advantage of 
every means of improved communica- 
tion. There will be no more prejudice 
against accepting uews by cable, than 
there is against shipping goods by 
steamer, and the Company will probably 
find its best supporters amongst the 
native merchants.

opportunities offered, fail to originate 
or even to preserve those opportunities. 
A line from Hongkong to auton would 
be the first nataral cousequence of the 
suscess of that North, yet we may feel 
assured that such a project would never 
be mooted by a Chinese community. 
So, too, in the matter of land lines; 
telegraphs to Hankow and the other 
marts in the interior, not to say to 
Hangchow aud other places in the tea 
and silk districts, would undeniably 
be to the advantage of the native tra- 
ders, who would gain by rapid in- 
formation more even thau foreigners 
themselves; yet the first native who 
should suggest such a scheme to his 
fellows would be probably looked up- 
ou as little better than a lunatic.

progress of auy sort, which now presses 
so heavily on the resources of the em- 
pire, bat few are sanguine enough to 
believe that the example will be accept- 
ed and followed. 








THE COOLIE TRADE. 


So absorbed are we likely ordinarily to 
become, in what is passing around us 
or within our immediate ken, that we 
are apt sometimes to pass over, from 
sheer carelessness, facts both interesting 
andimportant to ourselves, forthesimple 
reason that they occur outside our daily 
course of routine. Of such a nature are 
the circumstances attending the coolic 
traflic at Macao, which certainly are of 
as much importance, as regards our po- 
litical connection with China, as many 
other topics in Shanghai, brought under 
our more immediate notice. “That the 
Coolie trade at Macao is little, if wt all, 
Dotter thanan organised slave trado,there 
isabundant evidence to prove, iu the nu- 
merous tragedies which have disgraced 
the traffic within the last few years; 
and that it may injariously affect our 
relations with China, aud has probably 
tended to increase inimical feeling 
towards foreigners, even the Judge of 
the Supreme Court at Hongkoug has 
lately hinted from the Bench, in a 
judgmeut delivered on the case of the 
Nouvelle Penelope. Such cases deserve 
amore thorough sifting than they have 
up to this received, implicating as they 
do not ouly private parties, but ina 
more or less degree the officials of 
powers claiming European civiliza- 
tion. By a coincidence, it bappened 
that one of the Chinese involved in this 
case had made good his escape to Hony- 
kong, and had there the means to bring 
his ease before the Supreme Court on a 
motion of habeas corpus. To this acci- 
dent we owe the thorough sifting which 
the case has now undergone, aud which, 
we hope with Chief Justice Smale, will 
cause the matter to be removed from 
local discussion to the calmer delibera- 
tious of European Courts. As the Now 
velle Penelope case, though alluded to 
en passant in the Shanghai press, is pro- 
bably new to mostof our readers, we may

These emigrants had been for sume 
time taken care of in the barracoons of 
Maeno, from which they were transported * 
to the shore under mililary govern- 
ment; thence shippeil off in boats, each 
one of which had Portuguese soldiers 
on board, arined with muskets and fixed 
bayonets, and finally placed on board 
the Nouvelle Penelope. The arrauge- 
ments of this ship were in curious coin- 
cidence with the first part of the 
fale. ‘There was a barrier across the 
deck, abaft the maiumast, constructed of 
stroug wood four inches square and 
seven or eight feet high. “There were 
two open barred doors opeuing aft in 
the barrier, and there was a caunon at 
each door, with the muzzle pointed for- 
ward.” The coolies were uot allowed 
to pass aft the barrier, where during 
the day a sentry stood on duty. At 
night they were confined to the hold of 
the ship, one of the crew keeping watch 
at the hatchway. Aft of tho barrier, 
slept the captain und crew, who in 
addition to the two cannon mentioned 
above, had about twelve muskets and 
bayonets, some swords and revolvers. 
‘The ship, moreover, carried a quantity 
of gunpowder and'grape-shot. Before 
leaving the harbour, oneof the emigrants 
jamped overboard! and tried to swim 
‘on shore, he was captured and brought 
back to the ship. Threo days after- 
wards, out ab sea, another jumped over- 
board aud was drowned, “At the samo 
time, some twenty or thirty of tho 
emigrants on board were crying; they 
said they had been kidnapped, and a 
man naned Kao-kung-mau was seeking 
to comfort them. “Do notery, my bro- 
thors, in two days more we shall go back 
to China.” Sueh was the evidence pro- 
duced on the side of the ship, in the case 
in point. We have the authovity of the 
Judge for the following: “ It is notori- 
ons that the cost of the saleable article 
‘man,’ laid down iu Macao, is about $60 
and under $80; the price of this same 
article ‘man’ in Callao varies from 
$350 to $450; one successful voyage on 
this average exceeding some $50,000 
profit.” ‘The Nouvelle Penelope, more- 
over, was not an exceptional ship; on 
the same authority, we learn that an 
estimated average of 1,000 emigrants 
per month leave Macao under similar 
regulations ; but their cases uot having 
come within the jurisdiction of a British 
Court of justice, we have not tho same 
authority for wha’ measures aro taken 
on board. Returning to the story, the 
310 emigrants on board tho Nouvelle 
Penelope, not apparently so eager to 
proceed to Peru as was the master of 
that craft to convey them thither, seem 
to have listened to tho suggestion of 
the man Kao. In any case, they rose, 
killed the captain and several of the 
crew, and turved the ship back to China, 
where some of them succeeded in es- 
caping. ‘The tragedy was not, how- 
ever, aban end. ‘The Nouvelle Penelope 
was a French ship, the French Consal 
at Canton asked for, and obtained 
the execution of sixteen of the coolies 
who had escaped to Innd. =A Chi- 
nese guuboat brought them down from 
Cauton, and landing them ona Chi- 
nese island, withiu sight of the windows 
of houses in Macao, there these six- 
teen men were, on the 7th of Feb- 
ruary last, with the pomp and cir- 
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cunivtancs of a grand ceremony, »s on 
a gala day, in the presence of hundreds 
of spectators, beliended by Chinese 
headsmen. Even here the matter did 
not rest; one more fortunate than the 
otliers escaped to Hongkong; tho pres- 
sure brought to bear on the Viceroy 
at Canton—as the Judge, not we, sug- 
gests, in consequence of. tho Ticu- 
fsin massacre—led bim to make an in- 
formal demand for the rendition of the 
man, ‘This demaud was forwarded to 
Hongkong through the British Consal, 
and placed by the Colonial Secretary in 
thehandsofthe Police Magistrate. ‘The 
man, Kwok-a-sing, was confined ander 
the authority of an old ordinance, pend- 
ing his rendition under terms of Key- 
iug’s trenty of 143, a document which, 
as not re-enacted by that of Tientsin, 
has now apparently become null. 
Fortunately the man lind friends able to 
assist him, who employed Mr. Francis 
as his attoruey ; the latter applied for a 
writ of habeas corpus, and this led toa 
protracted trial, the judgment in which 
has just been delivered by the Chief 
Judge of the Supreme Court of the 
Colony. In the above, we have strictly 
abstained from commeuts of our own. 
The words used are those of the judg- 
ment. We have no hesitation in be- 
lieving that all our renders will agree 
with tho Judge, that the time has come 
for astop to be put to a trade which 
the experieuce of the last three years, 
especially, bas shown cannot be carried 
ov without barbarities which the mind 
shudders to think of. We at least can- 
not be indifferent to what has becomo 
fa blot on our common humanity. For 
this caso of the Nouvelle Penelope is not 
the ouly oue. We all remember the 
case of the ill-fated ship navigated from 
the const of Peru to Japan,‘tho fato of 
whose crew is’still a mystery; we are 
assured that within a short period some 
six or seven ships, carrying some 3,000 
coolies have been burut or otherwise 
destroyed, with an enormous loss of life, 
both of the so called emigrants and 
their crews. “ Will mou,” adds the 
Judge, “ who believe thore is a Provi- 
dence—not see a Nemesis in these 
events ?”” 




















‘THe “ PRINCETON REVIRW "” ON CHINA. 


Ook readers will thank us—at least they 
ought to do so—for introducing to their 
notice an article entitled “China as 
affected by Protestaist Missions,” which 
in that very grave and solid 
rican periodical, the Princeton Ite- 
view, for October, 1870. This journal, 
edited by two Doctors of Divinity, with 
the “special cooperation” of no less 
than four other dignitaries of the same 
standing and two simple Reverends, 
onght certaiuly to be looked upon as at 
loast a mirror in which “Trath might 
gaze approvingly on her own roflection,” 
aud where profoand knowledge aud deli- 
berate judgment would go hand in hand 
‘This may indeed be the usual character- 
istic of the Presbyterian organ, of which 
unfortunately for ourselves the. uumber 
above referred to is the only oue that 
has met our gaze, and it may be that 
the article to which we wish to draw 
attention has been inserted only as a 
slight reliet—like the farce which suo- 
ceeds Othello on the stage—to the se- 
verer mental exercises which form its 











habitual contents; bat however this 
may be, it is beyond question that a 
very happy burlesque of China and of 
thedeclarationsof the Burlingame school 
of sponters. has been submitted to tho 
October readers of the Review. The 
article is an anonymous one; and as 
civennstances forbid onr attribating its 
authorship to the only probable source 
in China, from whence innumerable 
panegyrics of this favoured empire have 
already flowed into the American press, 
we aro redaced to a condition of simple 
wondermentasto its possibleorigin. The 
matter smacks strongly of the herme- 


-neutic enthusiasm which centres in the 


lecture-rooms of the Peking Universi- 
ty; but the manner is the manner of 
the illnstrions George Francis Train, 
On readers will judge of tlie effect pro- 
duced, by this very singular union of 
guileless admiration of China as one 
of the great civilized and civilizing 
powers with spasmodic charms of rhe- 
toric snch as distinguish the author of 
“Young America Abroad.” In its very 
opening sentences, without ambages or 
flammery of any kind by way of intro- 
duction, we have ono of those statis- 
tical comparisons between China and 
the United States which are so familiar 
to the Peking University and Mr. Train, 
and which leave the historical simili- 
tude betweon Macedon and Monmouth 
entirely in the shade. We are told 
that “China is in the same latitude 
with us, having similar varieties of 
climate.’ As we have the Atlantic, so 
they have the Pacific Ocean. As we 
have thirty-eight States, so they are 
divided into eighteen Brovinces. . . . 
As we have Governors, so they have 
Vicoroys ; but these rale two provinces. 
As we have forty millions, so they 
have nearly four hundred millions and 
aro about ton times as popalous.” After 
this, it is not surprising to learn, asa 
fresh element in the comparison, that 
“China is great in her antiquity. 
Founded before Ninoveh and Egypt, 
she still exists, Her records reach 
back fonr thousand years. Before Co- 
lambas was born, a canal twelve hau- 
dredmileslong'was fivished. Their great 
wall, covered with granite, bas been 
built twenty centuries.” It is difficulty 
to know which most to admire in this 
passage—the minute historical accuracy 
diplayed, or the untrammelled Western 
boldness with which the effete rales of 
English grammar are contemned. Bat 
this is only an exordium. A few lines 
farther on we learn that “China is also 
grentin her discoveries. The fruit of her 
enius, science, and investigation (sic.) 

ecluded from the world, she studied 
them ont alone. China is likewise 
great in her system of internal im- 
provements, and in this (steam excep- 
ted) excels’ most nations. They have 
easy and free intercourse through all 
the empire, and have had for hundreds 
of years. | Napoleon’s road over the 
Alps is the wonder of modern engineer- 
ing, and yet they have roads over the 
Himalaya monntains equalling the 
Simplon rond over the Alps.” Of 
course, what the Princeton Review as- 
sorts as a fact must be true, and we 
dare not therefore doubt the existence of 
the free and easy intercourse throngh- 
out the Empire, despite all we bave 
recently read from the pen of Mr. Wil- 
linmson and other travollers ; still—the 


























Himalaya mountains? But perbaps 
this respectable range may have been 
moved a couple of thousand miles to 
the eastward by the Chinese engineers, 
How capable this latter class must 
needs be, we learn in the further state- 
ment that “here, many of our bridges 
break down. If such a thing happens 
in China, they bastinado the builder.” 
‘This is a penalty the infliction of whi 
we have certainly never had occasion 
to chronicle, perhaps because Chinese 
bridges really do not break down, but 
possibly also in some degree owing to 
the fact that not abridge bas been 
built in China, unless by Enropeans, 
for about three centuries past. 

‘There is perhaps a little strain ap- 
plied to our powers of belief in the 
statement made by the Reviewer, that 
“except the steam-engine and elec- 
trie telegraph, there is no great ii 
vention they did not originate; 
there it stands, on page 614 of tho 
October number of the Princeton Re- 
view, and who shall be bardy enough 
to doubt it? As well might one ques- 
tion the accuracy of the assertions 
which accompany it, that the art of 
diamond-cutting has’ been well known 
in Chinn for conturies, and that “their” 
tissue-paper is made of rice! Un- 
taught and alove, the enthusiastic Re- 
viewer reiterates, “ they ” studied these 
ont! And indeed the manufacture of 
paper ont of rice, when one comes to 
think of it, is extraordinary. 

What seems strange, at the samo 
time, is that so inventive and progres 
sive a people, excelling other nations, 
as the wer deciares, in its literary 
system, having intelligence as tho only 
legalized passport to office, and all pub- 
lic offices open to graduates alone, to 
say nothing of the additional advan- 
tages of shrewd business men among 
its merchants, trading on a coastline 
“several hundred miles in extent,” 
should be almost wholly dependent on 
foreign missionaries for all its present 
advantages, The Reviewer tells us, 
though we must confess that our na- 
tural obtuseness prevents our grasp- 

1g the fall force of his meaning, that 
as we in America, in our late war, 
extinguished many abuses and abolish- 
ed slavery, so these Chinese, by their 
last European war, have done the same 
thing, freed themselves in a measure 
from the exclusive domination of an 
idolatrous religion. No religions 
are free, and Christianity is tolerated 
throughout the empire. The Radicals 
are in power. The uncle of the Hm- 
peror aud’ the leading viceroys [not- 
ably Li aud Tseng, we presume] side 
with and favour the foreigners.” These 
results having been obtained, as we 
must infer, by a war against Europo 
specially undertaken for the purpose, 
it is no longer surprising to learn that 
“a converted Chinaman has charge of 
the foundry and West Point school at 
Shanghai, and auother convert {is his 
name Giquel ?] directs the naval school 
at Foochow.” Most gratifying of all 
it is to be informed that “ emancipated 
from Confucius, the best teachers must 
be given them. Dr. Martin, the mis- 
sionary, is the man selected.” Is it 
likely indeed that minds emancipated 
from Confucius conld hesitate fora 
moment when such a choice was je 
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sented to them? To the fact that 
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have not done so, it is doubtless owing 
that “the American missionary is giv- 
ing into the hands of our merchants 
the prized commerce of the continent 
of Asia.” We are left indeed in some 
donbt as to the manner in which this 
desirable result is achieved, but it ap- 
pears to be connected in’ some way 
with the appointment of a learned and 
estimable missionary some fifteen years 
ago to the post of U.S. Secretary of 
Legation in China. We are told by the 
Reviewer that “ America made a deep 
and lasting impression, and China has 
intrusted her fortunes to, and asked to 
be introduced to the family of Christian 
nations dy, our American Burlingame. 
Williams sowed the seed. Burlingame 
is the ripened fruit. The American 
missionary brought about that treaty.” 
There is much more to the same effect, 
and we dare say the Secretary of the 
U.S. Legation will duly apprecinte the 
compliments paid him by his pauegy- 
rist, who, with his talent for parallels, 
finds a likeness between Burlingame 
and Washington in the fact that the 
one died and the other was born on a 
twenty-second of February. Japan, we 
are also told, produces another striking 
instance of the beneficial effect of Pro- 
testaut Missions, and this is perhaps 
the most amazing of all. The Rev. 
Dr. Hepburn, we learn, “after several 
years of hard work, has just completed 
his dictionary of Japanese aud English 
words, The first edition of 1,200 copies 
was soon exhausted. On this work is 
founded our commercial intercourse 
with Japan.” Who can fail to be lost 
in admiration of a dictionary which 
affords so broad a basis, or at the same 
time to feol pity for belated merchants 
who have been unable te secure a copy 
from the now-exhausted first edition ? 
Still, as the extension of commerce is 
evidently a mere question of plenty of 
dicti ‘ies, it is to be hoped that all 
the printing-presses in Japan are busily 
employed in producing fresh thousands 
of this invaluable work. 

Jesting apart, it is indeed to be 
Jamented that crass ignorance and an 
unhappy facility of bombast should be 
allowed habitually to mislead, as they 
do, the American people in their appre- 
ciation of Chinese matters in partica- 
lar. ‘The Burlingame mission, so char- 
acteristically lauded by the Princeton 
Reviewer, owed its success in the main 
to no other conditions than these; and 
the fact that such an article as that to 
which we have now drawn attention 
could appear in a highly respectable re- 
ligious organ, months after all the de- 
tails of the Tientsin massacre had 
‘been published at full length in every 
newspaper throughout the world, sug- 
gests grave doubt respecting the de- 
gree of intelligence to be found 
among even the leading Presbyterian 
elders of the United States. At the 
same time, itis right to add that ina 
foot-note, the Editors betray a know- 
ledge of the occurrences at Tientsin, bat 
simply remark that their readers “ will 
judge how far any part of the article 
needs qualifying in the light of the 
TTientsin massacre.” We would sug- 
gest that the light of common sensé, if 
i€ could be made to illuminate the 
writer's mind, would do a considerable 
service. 












































MR. ROSS BROWNE ON 


‘Tae immense animal spirits and the 
strong sarcastic power that distin. 
gaish all ‘Mr. Ross Browne's writings, 
Ere conspicuons in his secoud instal: 
ment of the series of papers entitled 
“Under the Dragoon’s Footstool” which 
appears in tho Overland Monthly for 
March; indeed wo almost fear that 
the element of satire is allowed 
here and thero to assume an undue 
promivence, and that Br. Browno's 
Sxaberant hamour and abundant irony 
will bo considered by many persona as 
prima facie evidence against him. ‘There 
{sa strong impression in political circles 
that arguments, “like ballets, should 
be east in lead to do the surest service,” 
and many readers are enamoured 
of duluess, from a subtle but uoques- 
tionable law of affinity aud aympathy. 
For our own part, we must coufess 
that we have very sincerely and heartily 
enjoyed the perusal of this second arti- 
cle. Take, as an example, tho following 
exquisite description of the personnel of 
the Embassy 

“ Témy retinue was less imposing than 
that of the embassy from the Court of Pekin 
to the Western Pawers,, there was at least 
a republican simplicity ‘about it that could 
not fail to make a favourable innpression 
upon a people who had furnished the Unit 
of States wath tho frst practical example of 
Sdemocratic form of goverment. "The 
hhigh offices of Sub-Secretaries, Marshals, 
Ushers, Court Trumpeters and Guards wore 
centered in my own person. ‘The supernu- 
meraries consisted chiefly of my family, 
‘tho had already enjoyed some. foreign ex 
periences in Gerniany and Italy, and now 
Wished to extend their researches into 
Asia.” 

‘The description of the journey from 
‘Tientsin to Peking is very amusing, and 
fall of lively sketebes of character. We 
hhave been accustomed to hear, and we 
partly believe it thatthe change in the 

ato Ainister’s view of the condition of| 
China dated from bis jolting over the 
rough stones that form the pavement of 
the Imperial highway. Atal evonts, 
ample justice is done to the hideous and 
semi-barbarie surroundings of the Cay 
tal; and the implication that such a 
tate of things as" we find around and 
about Peking speaks volumesagainst the 
system of which it is the acknowledged 
centre, is very distinct. ‘Tho moat 
amusing norap of word painting, how- 
over, is the neat description of Princo 
Kung. As most of our renders have 
heard of this gentleman until. they pro- 
ably nausente the combination of let. 
ters that forms-his name, aud yet have 
no distinct notion of appearance, 
wo transcribe the portrait :-— 

“The Prince is a dissipated-looking 
man, about forty-two years of age ; with © 
sardonic, scowling expression ‘of counten- 
ance, conspicuous for ugliness. His mouth 
is coarse and sensual; his nose broad and 
thick, and his eyes prominent, coming out 
ren ‘with his brows, which are nearly des- 
titute of hair. His dress is very plain,» 
Jong gown in the ustal Mandarin style, 
with the distinctive button on hiseap, and 
no noticeable ornament of any ind on his 
person. His manners aro free and easy 
not to say coarse—rather indicating half 
savage presumption, than the polite self- 
depreciation characteristic of the high o 
cials generally in China. His voice is un- 
pleasant, and his manner of speaking sharp 
and chopping. He blurts out his sentences 
as if they were fired from a pop-gun. 
The Prince, however, is rather rough and 
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ignorant than ill-natured. In Peking he 
is not regarded either among the Foreign 
Legations or his own people as a man of 
intellect ; and but little regard is paid to 
his views on any public question.” 

‘The gem of the article, however, is 
the parable with which it concludes :— 
+ Charles Reade tells a story abont a 
“ female elephant called Djek, a won- 
“ derfally intelligent animal, that waa 
“exbibited many years ago in the 
“principal cities of Europe. Made- 
“ moiselle Djek was the personification 
“ of docility. The public were charmed 
“ with her performances. She had a 
“ pernicious habit, however, of pickio, 
“up an employé now and then bebin 
“ the scenes and dashing him against 
“ the wall with her proboseis, erunch- 
“ing him into a mummy in her mouth, 
“ or stamping him to death under her 
“feet. Sometimes the.crowd, overhear- 
“ing the cries of the unfortunate vic- 
“tim or catching sight of the muti- 
“ated body, would become excited, 
“besiege the doors and demand that 
“the brate should be put to death. 
“The owner, alarmed for the safety of 
“his property, would say to the 
“contractor who exhibited her, ‘Tell 
“them be used her cruel—I have 
« brongitt her off with that before now.’ 
«* *** Tho parallel seems to mo 
“conclusive. No sooner isa foreign 
“merchant or missionary murdered in 
“China by a vathless mob, under the 
“direction of the ruling classes, than 
“ sympathetic theorists at home, over- 
“ flowing with sentiments of humanity, 
“are ready to exclaim ; ‘Served him 
“right! He used her cruel.’ ” 

This is au admirable bit of satire, and 
represents in a way that cannot be mis- 
taken or fyrgolten, the tendency of 
the doctrinaire mind, in matters ro- 
lating to China. We only wish that 
Mr. ss Browne wonld be a little 
less brilliant, as the persons whom it is 
desirable to bring to aright way of 
thinking about China, belong to the 
class which distrusts wit.

No rain has fallen so far this year, and 
as very little snow fell during winter the 
fields are very dry, and the peasantry are 
complaining very bitterly of the dry weath- 
er as affecting injuriously their crops. On 
the 26th ultimo, Le-lning-chang, the go- 
yernor-general of this province, Chihli, 
issued two proclamations calling upon the 
inhabitants of the two prefectures of ‘Tien- 
tsin and Taming to subscribe money for 
the support of the military of this province. 
In them he proposes levying a tax, which 
we may call a military tax, on’ almost 
everything, native or foreign, Of course 
this measure has not been deemed satis-

wince by the aid of his soldiers. The 
Governor-General had the intention to 
build a wall—a wall like a city wall, round 
his Yamun, but the Pekin high authorities 
have decided against the step, and the wall 
will now not be erected. ‘The Peking ‘au- 
thorities have been induced to oppose the 
governor-general in this step, through'a 
memorial addressed to the throne by 
‘Moan-chang-he, president of the Board of 
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Works. This official came down here last 
summer, and took charge of Chung-how’s 
post fora short time. He is a Chinese and 


a native of the province of Honan, and is 
not apparently very well inclined towards 
Le-hung-chang. I imagine he is one “of 
he bow and arrow” imandarins, and has 
‘an abomination for what foreigners call 
‘progress. 

t is stated in Pekin foreign official cir- 
cles that the Honorable Mr. Low, the 
United States Minister, will leave Pekin 
about the 12th inst., on a visit to Shang- 
hai and the South of China, which he has 
not yet seen. He will consequently be at 
Tientsin about the 15th instant en route 
for Shanghai. adi 

‘Two of the three French gunboats which 
have been at Tientsin all winter left here 
at the end of lust month for Shanghai and 
Saigon. There are now only three gun- 
boats left in port, one American, the <lshu- 
elot ; one British, the Avon; and one 
French, the Coulevre, sufficient to give pro- 
tection to the interests at this place.— 
News-Letter. 





NAGASAKT. 


It appears that the Mikado’s Govern- 
ment, in making new arrangements, wish 
the various ports open to foreign. trade to 
beeach under the charge of a Prince, who 
shall be responsible for the safety of Foreign 
residents, and sasaki is to be in charge 
of the Prince of Higo. ‘The new governor, 
a high officer of Iligo, arrived here on the 
3rd instant, and has already been installed 
as governor at this port. ‘The Prince has 
paid a visit here, and left this morning by 
the Oregonian for Yokohama. This place 
vill 'in a fow ‘days be guarded by Higo 
troops, about 500 having recently arrived, 
whilst those belonging to the present go- 
vernment are to be disbanded. Although a 
numberof the natives here apprehend that 
troubles will arise, throiigh the jealousy of 
Hizen men, in consequence of the change 
in the government, affairs gonerally are 
quiet, and we have no reason to 

















Higo we opine will administrate 
in a manner that will give satisfaction to 
foreigners. 


‘Twenty-four vessels have taken their de- 
parture during the put week, the greatest 
number we have had during the same 
period since the opening of the port ; the 
majority being North German ships, which 
have been so bag detained here in’ conse- 
quence of the recent hostilities in Europe.

1,700 ; Captain Nye being the purchaser.

YOKOHAMA. 


The riext important event to take place 
in Japan, is the opening of the Mint at 
Osaka, ‘This was to be inaugurated yester- 
day, and Sir Harry Parkes and a number 
of invited guests went down in the Light- 
house steamer “Tabor,” which was put at 
their disposal by the Japanese Government, 
while the American Minister left in the 
“Alaska,” and the French Ironclad “Alma” 
followed. It is said that the coining of the 
new dollar is being actively prosecuted, and 
‘that it will make an early appearance, when 


it is hoped the muddle which has so long 
existed in the native money may be re- 
moved. The building of the Mint has been 
planned and superintended by Mr. Wators, 
who is now busily engaged in making plans 
for the new Houses of Parliament in Yed- 
do. 

Politically, affairs are qniet in Japan, 
though a good deal of uneasiness is appar- 
ent as toa probable outbreak. Extra sen- 
tries have been placed all round the Mika- 
do’s palace. It is, perhaps, unlikely that 
any attempt will be made to dethrone the 

ikado, the hostility being rather directed 

gainst his officers and ministers of State 
who have, sines their establishment, been 
carrying on a wholesale system of tyranny 
‘and squeezing, and made themselves highly 
distastefuland unpopular. In the event of 
row, these men will unquestionably be 
expelled, the opposing force being of consi- 
derable ‘significance. “Really, to tell. tho 
truth, the Mikado and his Government are 
but nominal heads, the Daimios, as of old, 
having the chief say in all matters, and 
though these, for the most part, are devot- 
ing attention’ to commerce and disbanding 
their hosts of retainers, they still possess 
an amount of power and right which at all 
times can be of serious obstruction to any 
designs the Mikado’s advisers may prompt, 
which they may think tends to injure them. 
It is understood that the men apprehended 
as implicated in the attack on Messrs. Dal- 
las and Ring cannot suffer death, because 
the Prince to whose clan they belong 
will not sanction the sentence. 

German law seems somewhat peculiar. 
A case has come upin which Mr. Opitz was 
sentenced to fourteen days imprisonment for 
an assault ona Dr. Hoffmann. As, however, 
the prisoner is still at large, it has trans- 
pired that he can take the imprisonment 
whenever he likes before leaving the 
country.

It is with feelings of peculiar interest that 
Lrise to propose this toast, because I can 
truly say Thappen to have been the first 
foreigner who landed with a commercial 
purpose on the wharves of the native city, 
after the conclusion of the treaty by which 
Shanghai was opened to trade, for I ac- 
companied the first Consul ’who was 





appointed to the post; and he sent 
me ashore on arrival to establish a good 
understanding with the Chinese authori- 
ties. Since that time, which is tow a very 
great many years ago, more than I care to 
admit, I have been repeatedly associated 
with Shanghai, both publicly and privately; 
and Ihave had opportunities of watchin; 

the rapid and remarkable growth which it 
hiss made as a settlement. It would be 
superfluous for me to recapitulate the his- 
tory of Shanghai; that has been alrendy 
done in a very able lecture. Suffice it 
to say that what was, in those days, a cot- 
ton ficld and rice swamp, has now become 
the focus of a trade which, as Mr. Seward 
said, represents a Inrge “portion of the 
commerce of the world, and of vested 
interests which may be estimated at tens 
and hundreds of millions. We owe this 
progress not so much to the fostering care 
of the Chinese, or any Foreign Govern- 
ment, as tothe pluck and enterprise of the 
mereliants who have been laboring here for 
the last twenty-five years, Nor can it be 
ald that this p , remarkable as it is, 
hasyetrenched its culminating point. Even 
now, the pulse of our commercial life in 
Shanghai is commencing, thanks to our Da- 
nish friends, to beat in unison with that vast 
current of telegraphy which is the main- 
spring of commerce and of prosperity to 
every place to which it iscarried. When once 
we are united by the lines of telegraph to 
the rest of the world, and whenever the 
Chinese can bo induced to forego those 
prejudices which prevent the adoption of 
the sister appliance of railway communica- 
tion, Shanghai will doubtless reach a point 
of importance, as the emporium of China 
and the Far East, which will place her even 
yet higher in the ranks of commercial cities 
than “she now stands. Let us ho 

that day may very soon airive, and let 
me individually express the hope that, in 
association with this progress, you, gen- 
tlemen, may each reap, quickly and in 
abundantmeasure, the fruits of those labours 
for which you have given your lives, and 
to prosecute which you have come to’ this 
country.

‘Mr. Drxwent—Mr. Chairman and Gen- 
tlemen—I beg leave first to return thanks 
to the Committee of management, for 
having assigned to me the response to the 
toast which lias just been given by our 
honoured guest, and which opens to me the 
opportunity of expressing the universal re- 

felt by the citizens of Shanghai at his 
Keparture, and tho universally high appre- 
ciation which is felt and entertained with 
respect to the part which he has taken in 
bringing about the wellbeing now existing 
in our common residence. No one but 
himself could have so ably represented the 
desires and wants of the community, and 
no one but himself equally understood, 
had an equally profound knowledge of the 
language and characteristics of, the people 
among whom we live. No one but himself 
had so true aconception of their feelings, 
and noone was better aware of the dangers 
which it was necessary to avoid in develop- 
ing the resources of this community. (Ap- 
plause.) He lias been longer in the set- 
tlement than any one among us. Ho has 
seen its infancy, its growth, and its-ma- 
turity; and I desire to express, on the 
part_of the community, our deepest ap- 
preciation of the part which he has taken 
in the development which is now here 
manifested. When I first came to Shang- 
hai, in 1845, the site which is now that of 
a large city and of a prosperous‘community, 
was asimple marsh and graveyard. We 

















have now here a well-ordered community, 
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a respectable city; we have here two 
thousand foreign residents and nearly one 
hundred thousind Chinese ; and I think 
we may say that the latter enjoy a com- 
fort and a security not to be rivalled 
‘or even approached’ in any city which is 


entirely under the Chinese jurisdiction. | 


Foreiguers and Chinese here live in perfect 
acoord; and if we take to ourselves a cer- 
tain credit for the good order and compa- 
ative comfort which exists, I think we 
must admit that our native fellow citizens 
possess many admirable qualities. T think 
it would ee difficult to find a town in 
which so large a community was 

yerned with s0 little difficulty. Let “us 


accept the wonderful growth and  pros=| 


ity of the past as an earnest. of 
what may take place in the future. We 
accept the toast of our departing guest as 
an auspicious omen, for which we sincerely 
thank him. We will thank him still more it 
he will return speedily among us, and give 
‘us his powerful aid in the promotion of 
the best interests of Shanghai. (Applause.) 
‘Tue Rev. Canox Burcuen said that the 
heroine ought to be the most important 
character in a novel, but sometimes owing 
to the inofliciency of the writer the female 
character failed to interest.

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‘Mr. Huwexer begged to ask what was 
the limit of the amount the Company now 
took on steamers ?

The Chairman had anticipated one re- 
mark he had to make in reference to this, 
that the reserve would still be sufficient to 
meet any possible claims, for it was about 
twice as’ much as the Company had 
taken over the liabilities of the pre- 
vious Co. at. Another observation in 
connection with the resolution was anti- 
cipated by the reply to.

‘Mr. Pexmentoy seconded, and the reso- 
lution was carried unanimously. 

‘The Cuamaax said since last general 
meeting several vacancies had occurred at 
the board of Directors, which had been 
filled up. by the appointment of Messrs. 
Miller, Schroers and Pemberton. At this 
meeting the shareholders would have to 
elect Directors. 

Mr. Fraxcis proposed— 

“That the appointment of Messrs. J. 1. 
Miller, A. Schroers and H. G. Pemberton as 
members of the Court be confirmed, and that 
the present Directors be re-elected for the 
year 1871.” 

Mr. Cawenox seconded, and the resolu- 
tion was passed unanimously. 

‘Mr. Marrzasp begged to propose— 

“That Messrs. Peter Macleanand Augustus 
White (acting) he re-clected Auditors of th 
accounts, for the year 1871.” , 

‘Mr. Parxex seconded, and the motion 
was passed unanimously. 

‘The Cuamorax said the next subject to 
be brought before the meeting was that 
concerning the . rates of premium on 
steamers via the Suez Canal. The Directors 
had heard already from England of the re- 
duction of rates there, and they had dis- 
cussed the advisability of making a redue- 
tion of rates on this side, by first-class 
steamers. He was not in a position to say 
that the rates determined upon by the Di- 
rectors had yet been finally settled, because 
they were in correspondence with the other 
Offices on the subject, and thought it 
dest to work with them in a matter of this 
kind. They expected every day to have 
replies from the other Companies, and no 
time would be lost in arranging a new scale 
of premium, which he thought would meet 
the views of the shareholders. ‘The Di- 
rectors would advertise in due course what 
that scale would be, so that all might be 
fully posted up. 

Mr. J. A. Marrzaxn asked why the 
Directors cousidered it advisable to reduce 
the rates of premium? Was it because the 
present year had been so successful? Be- 
cause it’ seemed hardly fair to take one 
year as asample. We had hardly yet had 
Sufficient experience of the Suez Canal. 

‘The Cuaraan had already mentioned 
that the Offices at Home were reducing 
their rates. Unless therefore this Office 
did so too, it could hardly expect to retain 
its busmess. Already, there had been 
complaints of the high rates charged. 

‘Mr. Marranp remembered that, before 
he left Home, some London Offices were 
charging rates lower than the North-China. 
Yet the latter still seemed to retain a good 
business. He had mentioned the existence 
of the lower rates, to Mr. Mackintosh, 
who had said that the risk by the Canal 
was still considered so great that they could 
not yet afford to reduce. His reason there 





general reduction had been made. 

Mr. Tnavraaxw asked whether this 
Company still acted as agent for any Lon- 
don Company. in re-insuring portions of 
risk? 

‘The Cuammax—Yes. ° 
_Mr. Traumuaxy thought it was de- 
sirable that all re-insurance should 
be given to local Offices, in order to 
keep. the business as much as possible 
in the place. The Company with which 
he was connected (the China and Japan) 
had_always acted on this principle. 

The Carman said this Company also 
did so ; but there were some risks in Which 
the local Offices already'had full lines, such 
as silk and treasure by mail steamers, 

Mr. Hoce asked whether, in the amount 
of claims, there was included any loss on 
block. 

The Cuarmax said the Company did 
take risks in block on steamers, but not on. 
sailing vessels. ‘These were ‘sclected as 
well as it was possible ; but of course losses 
occurred in this as well as other branches 
of insurance. During the half-year under 
discussion, however, there had not been any 
loss. ‘The subsequent loss by the steamer 
Yangtze was of course generally known. 

‘Mr. Hoac said the subject had been very 
fully discussed once before. He thought 
he represented the wish of the Shareholders, 
in asking to know if the Companyhad many 
risks on block. 

Mr. Porren said the Directors confined 
themselves to first class risks ; and he did 
not see much difference between taking a. 
risk on cargo or against total loss of steamer. 

‘The Cuamsan added that the business 
was an increasing one, and appeared to the 
Directors likely to pay. = 

Mr. Hose did not wish toput a question 
if the Directors thought it undesirable to 
reply ; but would suggest that they might 
be willing to say what block risks were 
running ; and whether they thought it de- 
rable to continue this class of business. 
‘There was a great difference between cargo 
and block risks; the former ran off 
more rapidly. 

Mr. Monnis said block riské assisted the 
Company to keep a full line on steamers 
running on the const, asthe Chinese did 
not insure much on cargo by const 
passages. 

The Cuaraan said it might be satis- 
factory to the sharcholders to know that 
the risks held by the Company were on 
such steamers as the Glengyle, Sin Nanzing, 
Yuen-tzefei and others of that class. Most 
were instred against total loss only. 

‘The Cxfamaras said the term of the pre- 
sent Company was so nearly at a close, 
that the Directors thought it was time to 
commence , organising the new Com- 
pany. Théy therefore proposed, calling 
a meeting on the Ist May, to re- 
ceive any suggestions that the share- 
holders might wish to make, in regard 
to modification in the present Deed of 
Settlement. This would enable the Direc- 
tors to take these into full consideration, 
and report on them more fully when the 
timearrived. There had been some discus- 
sion, for instance, among the Directors, as 
to the valueof shares—whether it would not 
be better to make them of greater amount. 
They were at, present Tis. 200 paid up. 
Some thought it better to make the amount 
‘Tis. 500, or a.sum between Tis. 300 and 
Tis.

‘The lower boathouse requires painting and 
some new piling, which should be done as 
early as possible, and the pontoon will also 
wuire extensive repairs. 

e Regatta account showed a deficiency 
of Tis.

that the friendly feelings existing between our 
people and those of foreign countries will con- 


ver to increase. \

casion.” 











At 12 o'clock, Mr. Kinder, the Master of 
the Mint, ushered in the representatives of 
Government to inspect the various depart- 
ments, who were followed by other visitors, 
including many from Kobe, as the opening: 
was free to all :— 
_ Upon entering the first scene of opera- 
tions, several large engines é&c., were put 
into activity, and, at the instance of Sir 
Parkes, three hearty cheers resound- 
ed through the building. "Proceeding then 
from one Seat to another, in each of 
which Mr. Kinder very. diligently explain- 
ed to the Government representative the 
various uses and purposes of the machi- 
nery, which kept him occupied until one 
p.m. had arrived, when invited guests told 
off into the reception hall and obtained the 
numbers of their respective seats? By 
half past one the guests had all settled 
themselves and then commenced the en- 
joyment of the dejeuner. “The hall in 
Which this was-laid’ out was light, airy, 
lofty, and spacious ; up each side ran one 
long table which were connected together 
by.a cross head table containing the seats 
of honour. Of the breakfast itself we 
have no hesitation in passing upon it the 
highest encomium for taseful arrangement, 
plenteousness, and good qnality ; the wines 
‘also were excellent, and the tout emsemble 
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presented an appearance not to be seen 
every day in Japan. . 

r more two hours of. feasting 
the representatives of the Government, by 
their Interpreter, read from a paper, “the 
health of the Emperor of Japan!” Imme- 
diately afterwards, « the Sovereigns of Bu, 
rope and President of the United States !” 
His Excellency Sir Harry S. Parkes re- 
sponded to this toast as follows :— 

“Your Excellencies, —In rising in the name 
of my colleagues and of the other national re- 

resentatives present to thank you for having 
Rranke to, the health of the Sovereigns 
Rulers of our respective countries, I feel I 
should endeavour to acknowledge not only the 
courtesy which has promoted that toast, but 
also the generous aud friendly feelings of which 
this entertainment affords a signal proof. I 
feel that my colleagues and the gentlemen in 
‘whore name speak ‘will expect ie to nssare 
your Excellencies that we fully appreciate 
the high motives which induced the Mikado's 
Government to undertake this important and 
most useful work, and that we heartily con- 
gratulate your Excellencies on its nccomplish- 
ment, We do uot omit to remember that 
this work was one of the earliest enterprizes 
of the present administration, that it was un- 
dertaken in unsettled times, in the face of 
grove political difficulties, and that its exeeu- 
fon has been impeded by various causes, 
some attributable doubtless to the position of 
its ‘site and its distance from the seat of Go- 
vernment, while others were occasioned by 
accident such as fire on shore or disaster at 
80a, and were therefore unavoidable and be- 
youd control. But when we see that, the re- 
‘ults before us have been achieved in little 
more than two years of labour, we cannot but 
be impressed with the earnestness your Excel- 
Jencies’ Government must have devoted to the 
tusk, and with the fidelity and ability with 
which you have been served’ by those for- 
eigners who have been intrusted with these 
services, and who I am proud to know as 
countrymen of my own. 

«We trust that this success will encourage 
Your Excellencies’ Government to persevere 
steadily in that course of progress, and in that 
desire to work in cordial and common accord 
with Foreign Powers, which we cannot doubt 
you have adopted when we observe the atten- 
tion your Excellencies’ Government is devot- 
ing to public works of the most useful and 

ractical kind, and in which the assistance of 
foreign skill is largely and willingly engaged. 
May we not see in the arity and ox lent 
workmanship of this coiv,” (His Excellency 
here displayed one of the large gold pieces 
that had previously been coined) ‘the 
duet of ‘one of those works, a symbol of 
‘that honesty of resolve and thoroughness of ac- 
tion which we trust will ever characterize the 
Government of the Sovereign of this Realm 
‘May we not hope that in obtaining a wide ci 
culation, not only in Japan, but it may be 
neighbouring countries also, this currency will 
“ith it the confident assurance that 
blems, tho use of which is 
now revived, are an undoubted guarantee of 
intrinsic worth, and that the policy of His 
‘Majesty's Government may ever be as distin- 
guished by the ring of the true metal as that 
which is so sterling a recommendation of the 
‘new coin.”

Under ordivary 
circumstances we should have published on 
Wednesday, fr the French mail leaving yes- 
torday, but as the English mail leaves to-day, 
and will continue to close on Friday even:

We 
have now to learn what bearing this wire com- 
munication will have on the trade of the place, 
and what prospects of remuneration -are~in 
Store for the Company. We. hear of the 
arrival at Hongkong of the Emerald, Cueeke 
‘and Erl King, steamers ; the rates’ of Ex- 
‘change, the prices of Shares, ete.. ete., but 
fto general news. To the scheme of Reator’s 
agent here, to which allusion was made in our 
commercial of Sth April, it is now proposed 
for add, aay political hows of importance 5 
Dut in this institution newspapers cannot par- 
Geipate, becuse subeoribers pledge themselves 
not to publish the news received. This ex- 
Gusion of the local press ‘must only be tem- 
porary, and no doubt in a short time” we 
‘shall “be ina position to give all the latest 
‘news in a concise form. As will be seen from 
four special paragraphs on Imports, the market 
has been ina very unsatisfactory condition, 
not from an absence of demand, for the compa- 
rative table shows deliveries far in excess of 
samo period last year, but from an enormous 
and overwhelisigimport Ths is probably ex- 
ceptional—steamers and clippers having made 
SPhaste ‘to be here at the opening of the new 
season for staple exports, hence during there- 
mainder of the year supplies will be more mo- 
orate.
